The War Today: 


Turks Have A Hard Choice To Make As Nazis 


Put Pressure On Them To Let Italians Pass 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

The Russian position is increasingly grave, but not one to cause 
the Muscovites to despair. 
So long a* morale—not only m ilitary but civilian—holds good and 
loyal, the Bolshevists ought to be able w ith the ald of the w inter w eath­ 
er to establish them selves ultimately on a line of defense which they 
can maintain. This would mean a* 
continuation next spring of the 
w ar which Hitler is straining every 
nerve to liquidate now. 
But further heavy withdrawals 
of Red troops m ust be expected. 
This 
is 
especially true 
in 
the 
bloody 
battle 
of 
the 
Ukraine, 
which will 
influence 
the whole 
course of the war. 
H itler’s objective is 
the Cau­ 
casus: storehouse of the oil which 
he needs—gateway to the Middle 
E ast — and Russia’s lifeline to the 
Persian gulf and supplies from the 
outside world, including America. 
T he Nazi chief is 
sacrificing 
live# and m aterials on a colossal 
scale in his effort to reach this 
goal. If he can make the grade, he 
will be in a much better position to 
carry on a long war. If be falls, he 
will face a critical situation in the 
spring. 
If all th at was necessary to halt 
this was courage and willingness 
to die, it would have been stopped, 
but the indications are that the 
Reds are suffering from a great 
shortage of supplies and equip­ 


ment. In particular do they need 
tanks and warplanes. 
Meanwhile, the Nazis have col­ 
lected naval vessels In Bulgarian 
ports with the Idea of driving 
across the Black cea and making 
a landing in the Caucasus so as to 
cooperate with the German forces 
of th e north. At the same tim e it is 
said that Berlin is putting heavy 
pressure on Turkey to grant the 
Axle passage of Italian warship# 
and supply vessels 
through 
the 
Dardanelles to participate In this 
great operation. 
The indications are th a t Turkey 
will have to decide in the Immedi­ 
ate future w hether she Is going to 
cast her lot with Germany or with 
England. Probably the course of 
the fast moving Ukraine battle will 
have much to do with b ar deci­ 
sion. 
Bulgaria Is going through all the 
gestures suggestive of active par­ 
ticipation In the war, with an a t­ 
tack on Turkey. The Turke have a 
hard choice to make.

AISED by realization that Russia1* resistance, 
while unexpectedly stout, still bas not driven 
H itler’s w ar machine backward, the question of Al­ 
lied strategy once more la growing pointed. W hat 
does G reat Britain, as the prime mover In the battle 
of strategy, hope to accomplish? 
Unlike Yugoslavia and Fiance, which are known 
to have gone to war with promises of aid from 
Britain and the United States, Russia la not known 
to have gone to war with any advance of assistance 
against Germany. The result, however, la not greatly 
different. 
It la still a question of w hether or not a country 
marked for defeat by Adolf H itler can be saved by 
anything that Great Britain can do—or that the 
United State* can do. Both are grappling with the 
grim consequences of too little and too late. 
There are high hopes of giving Russia w hat It 
needs. B ut there were high hope* before, and they 
■wars dashed on the Jagged rock* of disappointment. 
Hopes proved to be no match for Nazi equipment. 
T he British promised planes and guns, but the Nazis 
produced planes and guns. 
The great geographical fact about the new battle* 
front la th at Germany can reach It by direct land 
connection, whereas Great Britain and the United 
States m ust get there by airplane* across hostile 
Europe or by water and rail halfway around the 
earth. 


Sowing A Whirlwind 
pE C U R R E N T reports of German reprisal* against 
helpless civilians In the captive countrlea to 
prevent outbreaks of disobedience suggest bow sin­ 
ister the probability of their defeat must seem to 
forward-looking German*. 
It Is possible for the whole populations to forgive 
and forget events of military combat. Reprisals and 
the seizure of hostages are acts of calculated terror­ 
ism, however. They neither can be forgiven nor for­ 
gotten. Every human instinct demand* that they be 
revenged. 
Those who still wonder why It has been so easy 
to deny Germany the .benefit of a doubt have for* 
gotten th at in the first World w ar they demonstrated 
the same unusual capacity for arrogance that now 
m arks their relations with helples* civilians. Bel­ 
gian hostages were murdered in retaliation for acts 
of their fellow nationals, just as they are being 
murdered 
now, 
along 
with 
Poles, 
Norwegians, 
Frenchmen and Dutchmen. 
And It was during the Spanish civil war that 
German bomber* wantonly annihilated a Spanish 
town as reprisal for damage to a German vee- 
•el. H itler consistently has threatened reprisals out 
of all proportion to the offense—and, as part of hts 
regime’s terrorism —has kept his promise as often as 
possible. There has been no charity, no hint of len­ 
iency In the Nazi conduct of the war. 
Germans who ponder what the future may be 
like when Germany loses the upper hand can hope 
th at the Christianity which Hitlerism hopes to de- 
•troy will survive and the oppressed will abandon 
all thoughts of revenge. Even then, the Germans 
would become even more what they already are 
and hava been for a quarter of a century—the most 
hated and the most feared nationality group on 
earth.

With A Stronger Nava Position And Lease-Lend 


Now in Operation Smaller Army Seems Plausible

T 
HERE are, I believe, powerful 
reasons for saying that the 
time has come to reconsider our 
military 
policy 
and 
to examine 
carefully the advisability of reduc­ 
ing the size of the army. It may 
be useful to state the reasons, and 
it will, I trust, be clear to any 
one who follows the argument th at 
the very last thing intended la to 
start an agitation which could em­ 
barrass our military leaders In 
their trem endous task. 
For Gen. Marshall one can have 
only profound respect and great 
adm iration and all deference, and 
in Secretary of W ar Stimson the 
nation possesses a man who in his 
activities is the model of the pub­ 
lic servant and in his life of the 
patriot—an exemplar of the vir­ 
tues which have made and will 
perpetuate the republic. 
Thus, the argum ent which fol­ 
lows Is not based, as the reader 
will see, on the idea th at our m ili­ 
tary policy haR been a mistake 
but on the tentative conclusion 
th at It Is out of date and th at It 
now needs t - be revised In order 
to conform to the fact that the 
state of the war and the character 
of American policy have changed 
greatly since our present arm y 
plans were adopted. 
The argum ent In brief is that 
the greatly expanded army was 
ordered in the period when we 
feared our own complete and com­ 
pulsory isolation—in the summer 
of 1940 when we anticipated the 
fall of Britain and there was as 
yet neither a lease-lend policy nor 
a naval partnership to protect the 
two oceans. 
The conclusion of the argum ent 
Is that today the effort to raise 
such a large army so quickly is 
not merely unnecessary but unde­ 
sirable in that it Interferes with 
our lease-lend and naval policy, 
in that it obscures and confuses 
the 
nation's 
understanding 
of 
American national policy and Is 
in fact the basic qpurse of most 
of the discontent which exists in 
the army camps and spreads its 
infection beyond the camps. 
I 
T is very im portant that 
we 
should 
remember and 
should 
realize clearly why, in July-Reptem- 
ber, 1940, the President and con­ 
gress took the unprecedented step 
of adopting conscription to raise 
a mass army. 
The step was taken because, for 
the first time in our whole history, 
there was the gravest danger that 
the navy would find 
itself out­ 
matched and unable, therefore, to 
guarantee that 
there 
would 
be 
time to raise, train and equip an 
army. 
Fearing 
the 
fall 
of 
Britain, 
which was anticipated not merely 
by the Lindberghs hut by the most 
reliable men, our first line of de­ 
fense—which 
is, of course, 
the 
navy—was not strong enough to 
guarantee the protection of Anteri- 
•can vital Interests and the secur­ 
ity Of th e western hemisphere. 
Therefore, It became necessary as 
a matter of elementary prudence 
to raise a large army hurriedly as 
a second line of defense. 
The program for a rapid expan­ 
sion of the army was adopted in 
face of an extreme emergency— 
in case we became isolated com­ 
pletely in the world and encircled 
by the allied conquerors of Europe 
aud Asia. Like all measures which 
have to he taken In the stress of 
emergency, our military program 
had grave defects. 
It is not possible to expand an 
army so g r e a t l y and 
bo quickly 


and to do it well. There were not 
enough experienced officers. The 
proportion of raw recruits to sea­ 
soned troops was very much high­ 
er 
than 
sound 
military 
policy 
would 
approve. 
There 
was 
not 
enough equipment. 
Therefore, when Britain had sur­ 
vived and America had adopted 
lease-lend and then had begun to 
occupy the oceanic outposts and 
to police the seas—the defects of 
the military program became more 
and more objectionable as the ex­ 
trem e emergency which had Justi­ 
fied the program declined. 
The fact that the m ilitary policy 
no longer fitted the situation un­ 
dermined morale In the arm y and 
It 
fed 
the isolationist agitators 
who said th at the boys were being 
prepared not as originally prom ­ 
ised, for the defense of the Ameri­ 
cas but as a great expeditionary 
force to fight In Europe. 
T 
HIS complex of circum stances 
centering around the great ex­ 
pansion of the arm y is now, I be­ 
lieve, the cancer which obstructs 
national unity, causes discontent 
which subversive elem ents exploit, 
and weakens the primary m easures 
of our defense, 
which 
are the 
lease-lend program and the naval 
policy. I 
think that a 
surgical 
operation la at least indicated— 
an operation to shrink the arm y 
which will, at the same time, in­ 
crease Its efficiency. 
The operation Is indicated be­ 
cause, under lease-lend 
and the 
unfreezing of the navy and through 
a 
foreign 
policy 
which 
has 
strengthened our position in Asia 
and in the Americas, th e condi­ 
tions which called for a sudden 
great expansion of the army no 
longer prevail. 
We decisively have strengthened 
our naval position, not merely by 
new ships and the new bases but 
by our collaboration with the B rit­ 
ish navy. We do not now need 
In any foreseeable future so large 
an army as we thought we might 
need if in fact we had become 
Isolated and encircled. 
W e 
still 
need, 
of 
course, 
a 
strong, small arm y for emergen­ 
cies in this hemisphere and for 
our strategic outposts. But we do 
not now need a great mass army 
on the European scale and we can 
make far better use of our wea­ 
pons—over and 
above those re­ 
quired for a smallish crack army 
—by 
shipping 
weapons 
abroad 
than by keeping 
them 
here 
to 
train a much larger arm y than 
we have any prospect of having 
to use. 
A 
B a m atter of fundamental stra t­ 
egy In the conflict, our role is 
on the sea and in the air and in 
the factory—not on 
the 
battle­ 
field* of Europe or Asia. Our arm y 
program, now th at we have lease- 
lend 
and 
the 
navy 
In 
action, 
should 
he made to conform to 
this basic American strategy. 
AII popular doubts, all political 
confusion, all ambiguity, should be 
removed by a clear decision to 
shrink the army and concentrate 
our m ajor effort upon the navy 
and the air force, and lease-lend. 
It can he argued, I submit, that 
the world situation justifies this 
and that our fundamental policy 
requires it and that the American 
nation instlnctly desires It. and. 
that proposed by the President on 
the recommendation of his military 
advisers, it would ho greeted with 
profound relief and great enthusi­ 
asm.

November 
elec­ 
tions In the Philippine* will 
asher in the last phase of Presi­ 
dent Manuel L. Quezon's adminis­ 
tration. 
The forthcoming administration 
—a NacionaliBta party clean sweep 
of the elections is a foregoing con­ 
clusion—will ace the closing six 
years 
of 
the 
10-year 
Common­ 
wealth period, which was designed 
to prepare the country for inde­ 
pendence. 
Indicating the course of action 
Quezon's next administration would 
take, 
the 
Nacionalista 
platform 
said: 
“We declare the unflinching de­ 
termination of the Filipino people 
to attain their independence. The 
date of independence has been set. 
We will countenance no move to 
alter or postpone IL 
“We Hhail continue every effort 
to prepare the nation adequately 
for Independence, to prevent the 
di«location of the national economy 
as a consequence of that status 
and to establish proper safeguard* 
to insure our continued existence 
as an independent state.” 
The Filipinos hope for the best, 
but they know their country’s out­ 
look 
Is 
far 
from 
bright. 
Wars 
abroad eliminated what little for­ 
eign markets the islands had and 
made 
Philippine 
economy 
more 
linked with that of the United 
States. 
Manila is endeavoring to obtain 
congressional legislation to suspend 
diminishing quotas and graduated 
export taxes on 
Philippine 
pro­ 
duct* entering the United States, 
which were fixed by the Independ­ 
ence act. The Commonwealth alao 
Is asking the United States for a 
substantial loan lo be used in tid­ 
ing 
over 
the 
present 
economic 
emergency. 
T MK forthcoming administration 
will find the Philippines far­ 
ther from economic independence; 
from the United States than when 
the Commonwealth was Inaugurat­ 
ed on Nor. 15, USB. 
So far as political Independence 
is concerned — and despite the 
plank of the Nocionalista party— 
there Is frank doubt in the minds 
of many Filipinos as to whether it 
will 
materialize 
under 
present 
world conditions. The eagerness to 
be independent has been tempered 
with the realization that it would 
be useless to gain independence in 


1948 and lose It *oon thereafter. 
No analysis of the independence 
question could be better than that 
made by President Quezon in his 
speech on the occasion of his nom­ 
ination for reelection by the Nac­ 
ionalista convention. He said that 
although 
independence 
was 
the 
ultimate goal of the Filipino peo­ 
ple they need not discuss the ques­ 
tion because it was now “in the 
hands of God.” 
“The question of our independ­ 
ence is being debated on the At­ 
lantic ocean.” said Quezon. “It is 
being debated on the battle fields 
of Russia. It is being debated in 
munitions factories It is being de­ 
bated by bombs.’’ 
With reference to internal af­ 
fairs. the government, as the ma­ 
jority party platform would Indi­ 
cate, would strive to maintain na­ 
tional 
unity, 
promote 
education, 
and continue the program of "so­ 
cial Justice'’ Initiated by Quezon. 
The platform also reiterated belief 
in democracy and thp democratic 
way of life and loyalty to the 
United States. 


T HE 
all-powerful 
Nacionalista 
party has opened Its campaign. 
The election will be, aeide from 
the presidency and vice presidency, 
for 24 senators and 98 representa­ 
tives, who will occupy the newly- 
created bicameral congress. 
When Quezon and Vice Presi­ 
dent Osmena were nominated they 
were as good as elected. Since the 
*enate will be elected at large, the 
minority party is not conceded a 
chance to win a seat. 
The only chance the opposition 
seemed to have is to gain a few 
seats in the house of representa­ 
tives. 
Representatives 
will 
con­ 
tinue to be elected by district*. 
Quezon’s second term will expire 
Deer. 30, 1943. The 
presidential 
term has been changed from six 
to four years, but no man may 
serve as president more than eight 
successive year*. Quezon already 
has served six years. 
When Quezon steps out of the 
presidency, Osmena will become 
president, serving two year* or for 
the remainder of the Common­ 
wealth period.

Replacements should 
be searched out to step info their shoe* when they 
no longer can tend the slow fire* and make the 
complicated tests that are the secret of their craft. 
Meanwhile, new generations of Jeliy-makers should 
he encouraged to climb out of obecniity and forge 
ahead. 
This I* an important point Hero and there one 
hears of a housewife struceling more bv instinet 
than inclination to acquire skill in the art of jellv 
making. But mostly she stnierles alone, without 
encouragement. 
When 
she fails, as every loll v- 
maker must fail sometime* she 
stuck with the 
evidence of her failure. When she succeeds, the 
evidence of hpr success disappears like pretzels 
at an Elk’s picnic. It is a tough racket. 
The least the government could do would he 'n 
take the failures off her hands and retrace them 
with new ingredients. After all, it shouldn’t take a 
statesman to understand that thp things which 
keep up the people’s faith can be numbered on 
the fingers of one hand and that if jellv were to 
disappear from among them the lie would he up. 
Revolution would crackle over the earth like a 
prairie fire, unchecked by the milk of human kind­ 
ness or anything. 
The same thing has been 
said before in this 
spare, but it cannot be stressed too much. In be­ 
half of the human race, let us put up plenty of jelly 
against the evil* that keep befalling us. Excelsior, 
ladles!

W holesalers dealing In any food­ 
stuffs, th e price of w hich are. or 
m ay he controlled, are to be licen­ 
sed under the new rules. 
H itherto, licensing ha* applied 
only to retailer*, and to 
a 
few 
wholesaler*, chiefly those dealing 
in cereals, fish, potatoes and egg*. 
"As a general rule,” -*eid M ajor 
Lloyd George, parliam entary sec­ 
re ta ry of the m inistry of food, ex­ 
plaining 
the

H ouse of Common*, "licensing to 
deal In any food, w hether w hole­ 
sale or retail, h a re been granted 
only to traders w ho d ealt in th at 
food before the war. 
"The license will be w ithdraw n j 
from any trader, w holesale or re- i 
tall, who is guilty of an offense."

SUPPOSE it is generally agreed 
by scientists that the greatest 
engine for storing energy in the 
world 
ie the green 
pigment of 
leaves and grass, chlorophyll. It 
is the only thing in nature which 
captures the energy of the sun. 
saves it up and releases it at some 
later time. 
The sun strike® a green leaf and 
in some way the chlorophyll sepa 
rates w ater and carbon dioxide 
and preserves them in the plant 
body. The chemist in his labors 
tory can do this only with great 
difficulty. 
W eeks, m onths or years later 
this energy in the plant body can 
be used by man and other animals. 
The sugar we eat, the hay the cat­ 
tle eat are transform ed into the 
energy of life. Coal and oil when 
used in engines are simply releas­ 
ing the energy stored by plants in 
this way years or centuries ago. 
Salts Of Chlorophyll 
It Is curious that 
chlorophyll 
has never been used very much in 
medicine. Salts of chlorophyll can 
be isolated and lately it has been 
used in surgical dressing in open 
wounds where putrefaction occurs. 
A dressing of chlorophyll has been 
found to break up the cells which 
are undergoing putrefaction, 
re­ 
duce odors and abscesses 
very 
promptly. In all cases of open 
wounds 
the dressing 
has 
been 
quite successful. 
It has also been used in closed 
infections 
such 
as 
suppurative 
conditions in the chest and infec­ 
tions of the sinuses of the nose, 
also 
in 
chronic ear 
infections. 
About these a doctor reports: 
"These patients had been oper­ 
ated on previously for mastoiditis, 
but unfortunately in some case® of 
this type there is a continuation of 
the discharge. The method of treat­ 
m ent 
in 
these 
cases 
was, 
to 
cleanse the canal by the dry m eth­ 
od and instill the chiorphyll solu­ 
tion 
until 
the 
canal 
was 
full. 
These insulations were continued 
by the patients several tim es a 
day, the patient returning to the 
office weekly. In all cases, suffi­ 
cient improvement was noticed for 
m e to consider chlorophyll a very 
valuable remedy.” 
Restores Resistance 
In a number of cases of skin 
disease it has also been found to 
be useful. The action of chlorophyll 
seems to be to restore the resist 
ance of the body cells rather than 
to kill the germs themselves. 
These discoveries are in the ex­ 
perim ental stage but the doctors 
who are using them are sufficient­ 
ly encouraged to make them willing 
to go on record with statem ents 
concerning them. 
The use of chlorophyll in the 
treatm ent of acute and chronic 
suppurative conditions 
baa been 
tried 
with considerable success. 
Theoretically there is much to be 
said for It. Chemically It seem s to 
adapt Itself to this use. It has 
been used in surgical conditions, In 
nose, ear and throat trouble, In 
dermatology and a variety of con­ 
ditions.
